bee..«ldrrased the radio audience last 
night at 10.15 in a broadcast over sta- 
tion CKAC, His subject was "The 
Public' Charities Fund of the Province 
of Quebec." This broadcast was under 
the auspices of the "McGlll Graduates' 
Society. 

'In opening his address, the Hon. Mr. 
Stockwell e:çplained that he had chosen 
to speak on the subject because the 
nature of the fund, its activities, and 
the sources of revenue from which It 
was replenished were not sufficiently 
understood by the public. 

Clunwtertotics of Fund 

One of the prime characteristics of 
the trust, continued Mr, Stockwell, was 
that the money bclonslng to it could 
not.be- confused with any other fund, 
nor used for any purpose whatsoever 
save those specifl^ by. the lawcreat- 
Ing the ttust, and that consequently 
no piuniclpality or indlvidUEd had any 
authority or right to withhold the 
prompt payment to the Provincial 
of: the sums due to this trust beyond 
the ;dates fixed by law, nor to confuse 
the.moni^s belonging to It with any
